Blaine’s nomination at Cincinnati in 
1 876 was defeated by an audacious 
falsehood. 
During the afternoon of 
the second day ’s session of the conv en­ 
tion, in the old Ex position building, 
Mr. Blaine bad gradually gained, un­ 
til he was within a few v otes of tho 
cov eted prize. 
The shadows w'ere set­ 
tling down on the ex cited crowd, the 
tellers found it getting too dark to do 
their work, and gas was demanded. 
The Blaine men, in an ungov ernable 
frenzy , were determined to redst ev ery 
effort at adjournment, while the com­ 
bined opposition were equally bent on 
postponement in order to kill off Blaine. 
Then it was that Lew AYeir, the local 
agent of Adams Ex press Company , 
sprang to the platform, wav ed his hat 
at the chairman, and during a moments 
lull in the painful suspense ma le the 
crushing statement that the building 
was not supplied with gas. 
Candles 
were asked for, but tho anti-Blaineites 
had receiv ed their cue from AVeir, and 
before the Blaine lines could be re­ 
formed they carried an adjournment by 
stampede. 
Political lies, in this coun­ 
try , are presumably white lies, but they 
are seldom followed by such tremend­ 
ous results. 
Delay enabled the oppo­ 
sition to mass its forces against the 
fav orite, and Hay es, instead of Blaine, 
passed the nex t four y ears in the 
White House. 
Nothing would hav e 
been more certain in this world, than 
tho nomination of Blaine on that ev ent­ 
ful ev ening, if the same gas which 
burned 
brightly enough twenty -four 
hours later for a Hay es jubilee meeting 
had not been choked off at a more crit­ 
ical time. 
The Gardiner claim, with its tragic 
termination, attracted mu ch attention 
at Washington in the Fillmore and 
Pierce administration. 
Dr. Gardiner, 
a Washington dentist, presented to the 
board of commissioners, for the adju st­ 
ment of claims against Mex ico, a claim 
for indemnity for losses alleged to hav e 
been su stained in consequ ence of his 
ex pu lsion by the Mex ican au thorities, 
from certain silv er mines in Mex ico. 
After a thorou gh ex amination of all 
tho docu ments su bmitted by Dr. Gar­ 
diner, the commissioners allowed him 
the su m of $128,7 00. 
Hav ing receiv ed 
this amou nt, ho deposited a part in the 
District, and a part in 
New' 
Aork . 
With a small su m lie departed for E u ­ 
rope. 
Su spicions wero somehow ex ­ 
cited that his claim was frau du lent. 
The grand ju ry fou nd a bill against 
him for false swearing, and the Gov ­ 
ernment attached the money on deposit 
in New York and Washington. 
Dr. 
Gardiner, on hearing what had oc­ 
cu rred, promptly retu rned from Eu ­ 
rope, repaired to Washington, and 
offered 
himself for trial. 
He then 
fou nd that a special agent who had 
been sent to Mex ico, had obtained 
proof that the claim was a gigantic 
frau d, su stained bv forged docu ments, 
ex qu isitely manu factu red with signa­ 
tu res, seals, and ack nowledgements. 
When F>r. Gardiner saw that his adroit 
v illainy had been discov ered, ho com­ 
mitted su icide, greatly to the relief, it 
was thou ght, of sev eral prominent pol­ 
iticians, who had aided him, and who 
had pock eted largo foes for their ser­ 
v ices. 
Mr. Lincoln was fou nd one morning, 
by a v isitor, cou nting sev eral small 
piles of greenback s on his table. “ 1 his, 
sir,” said lie, noticing the gentlman s 
su rprise, “is something ou t of my u su al 
line. 
Bu t a President of the Fnited 
States has a mu ltiplicity of du ties not 
specified in the Constitu tion, or the 
acts of Congress. 
This is one of them. 
This money belongs to a poor negro, 
who is a porter in the Treasu ry De­ 
partment, and is at present v ery sick 
w ith tho small pox . 
(He did not catch 
it from me, howev er; at least, I thiu k 
not.) 
He is now in the hospital, and 
cou ld not draw’ his pay becau se ho 
cou ld not sign his name. 
I hav e been 
at considerable trou blo to ov ercome 
the difficu lty and get his money for 
him, and hav e at length su cceeded in 
cu tting rod tape, as tho newspapers 
say , 
1 am now' div iding his money and 
pu tting by a portion in an env elope, 
labeled with his name, along with my 
own fu nds, according to his wisu .” 
And so he did—folded it carefu lly , and 
lock ed it u p in a safe, where neither 
moth nor ru st cou ld corru pt, 
nor 
thiev es break throu gh au d steal -thu s 
resolv ing himself into a sav ings bank 
for the benefit of a helpless su fferer. 
The election for print* r oi the Hou se 
in December, 1SY7 , was a v ery ex citing 
one. 
When the Hou se, in tho prev iou s 
Congress had been organized, the en­ 
tire list of Repu blican and American 
coalition nominees had been elected 
w ith the ex ception of the printer, 
Uor- 
neliu s Wendell, a Democratic candi­ 
date, who was elected to that office, was 
a practical printer, u nderstanding his 
! bu siness, and mak ing the most of it 
Ho hu d gradu ated from the Albany 


political school, and was ft thorough 
master of the art of political manipula­ 
tion. 
In 1 857 he had as his opponent 
Mr. Banks, a Virginian of one of the 
first families, who had been about 
Washington for some time, ostensibly 
connected with the press. 
Another 
candidate was Mr. Steadman, a prac­ 
tical printer from Ohio, who was a 
leading 
Republican. 
Wendell, 
of 
course, gained the day . 


It A V FfC VKR. 
Careful observ ations fully bear out 
the germ theory , not only the presence 
of the germs, but an agitation or dis­ 
turbance of the germs, being the cause 
of the malady . 
For instance, upon 
a not v ery sultry day , three or four 
hours in the country hav e been spent 
without inconv enience, but on the same 
day half an hour in an ex press train 
has sufficed to bring on the most ag­ 
grav ated sy mptoms; in the same way , 
in town, a week or two has been passed 
without any trouble, but a couple of 
hours at an open-air ex hibition in the 
same locality , with a mov ing crowd 
stirring up dust and pollen, hav e pro­ 
duced a v iolent attack. 
The only check for hay fev er ap­ 
pears to be, first, sleep; second, free­ 
dom from pollen; the so-called cures, 
such, as snuff, or other applications to 
the nostrils, being perfectly useless. 
The abov e conditions combined effect 
an almost miraculous cure, as has 
been prov ed by sleeping for a short 
period under the protection of care­ 
fully w etted cloths through w hich the 
air is, as it were, filtered, or, more cer­ 
tain still, a night spent at sea. Ex pe­ 
rience shows that if the attack is once 
stopped a moderate amount of ex pos­ 
ure to germs may be risked without 
setting it up again. 
The conclusion to 
be drawn from this is, that it would be 
worth the while of some enterprising 
indiv idual to establish a “ hay fev er 
cure. ” 
The arrangement would be ex tremely 
simple, neither moro nor less than a 
series of sleeping 
apartments into 
which nothing but air depriv ed by 
straining through wet flannel of all 
germs, aud possibly cooled down to 
about 55 or 6 0 degrees, could penetrate. 
Upon a large seal , such an establish­ 
ment could be easily worked at a profit 
in connection writh any of the large 
Turkish baths or other similar estab- 
raents in town. 
The beneficial effects of low’ temper­ 
atu re hav e been conclu siv ely prov ed 
by su bjecting a liay -fev er patient to the 
action of one of the preserv ing cham­ 
bers in a cold store for meat. 
The 
remedy , howev er, was too v iolent to bo 
generally adopted, bu t a temperatu re 
of 5 0 degree wou ld, no dou bt, su ffice, 
and cou ld be, of cou rse, borne withou t 
inconv enience in tho hottest su mmer.

A brok er or operator is “long 
of stock s” w hen “carry ing” or holding 
them for a rise; “loads” himself by 
bu y ing heav ily , perhaps in “block s” 
composed of any nu mber of shares— 
say 5 ,000 or 10,000—bou ght in a lu mp, 
and is therefore a “bu ll,” whose natu ral 
action is to lower his horns and giv e 
things a hoist. 
He “forces qu otations,’ 
when he wishes to k eep u p tho price of 
a stock ; “balloons” it to a height abov o 
its 
intrinsic 
v alu e 
by imaginativ e 
stories, fictitiou s sales, and 
k indred 
methods; tak os “a flier,” or small side 
v entu re, that does not employ his en­ 
tire capital; “flies k ites” when he ex ­ 
pands his credit 
bey ond 
ju diciou s 
bou nds; “holds the mark et” when he 
bu y s su fficient stock to prev ents the 
price from declining; “milk s the street” 
when he holds certain stock s so sk ill­ 
fu lly that ho raises or depresses prices 
at pleasu re, and thu s absorbs some of 
tho accessible cash in the street; bu y s 
when the “mark et is sick ” from ov t r- 
specu lation; k eenly ex amines “points” 
—theories or facts 
on which to base 
specu lation; “u nloads” when he sell 
what lias been carried for some time; 
has a “swimming mark et” when all is 
bu oy ant; “spills stock ” when he throws 
great qu antities u pon the mark et, either 
from necessity or to “break ,’t. e., lower 
tho price. 
Ho “saddles tho mark et” 
by foisting a certain stock u pon it, and 
is “ou t of” any stock w hen ho has sold 
what he held of it.— R. Wh ea tley, in 
Ha rp er's Ma g a zin e.

A D rea m er Who D id Wo t E ren Ata a k e a t 
Sedan. 
Napoleon III. liv ed in a perpetual 
dream. 
He was born to dwell in s i­ 
lence and solitude rather than in the 
din and splendor of the Tuileries. 
I 
hav e seen him at the Ely see, and at St. 
Cloud, seeking ont a tree, and not a 
man. 
On many day s he nev er awoke 
at all; he W8 S a somnambulist, and s u b ­ 
ject to hallucinations. 
This is why 
when people stood in his presence they 
asked of them selv es if he was still 
there. 
Often he appeared not to hear, 
because he answered not. 
But on the 
morrow he prov ed to y ou that he had 
heard distinctly . 
He thrust the cup 
from reality , ev en when the cup was 
not tinged with bitternes. 
He lov ed 
ev ery thing from afar, ev en womankind. 
When he was at table be ate heartily 
and drank tolerably , but without know­ 
ing whether the cooking was good, or 
the wiue of genuine stock. 
When he 
went to the Ï3 ois de Boulogne it alway s 
seemed as if he were there for the first 
time, so few faces did he recognize. 
He saluted with his hand, but not with 
his mind. 
Hence it was, those about 
aim often said : “ What can he be think­ 
ing of? ” 
His political enemies wrote 
that he only thought of betray ing 
France. 
On the contrary , he only 
thought of making France great and 
inv incible. 
He desired that ev ery body 
should be rich, and that the fowl in the 
spot spoken o f by Henry IV. should be 
a chimera no more. For the ty rant had 
a heart of gold. 
The dread of reality , 
while it raised him in the cloud-land 
of rev erie, kept him away from truth. 
Therefore it was that after the cele­ 
brated Congress of Paris, he commit­ 
ted none but capital errors. 
Therefore 
it was that, hav ing decided that the 
Empire was peace, he waged war for the 
sake of others. 
He fancied himself 
still a believ er in the strength of the 
Latin races when he wished to hav e an 
Emperor crowned in Mex ico. 
He did 
not perceiv e, so blind was he, that 
while he strov e to gov ern tho world, 
ho sacrificed France. 
That ev erlasting 
dreamer, who did not ev en awake at 
Sedan, was a sort of ice-bound hell 
pav ed with good intentions. 
He par­ 
took of De Saint-Pierre’s longings 
for perpetual peace. 
He 
gathered 
inspirations from all the reformers who 
planned 
the liappinoss of 
nations. 
Ho retained in his soul the generosity 
of Queen Hortense, and of Josephine, 
his 
mother 
and 
grandmother. 
Ho 
nev er refu sed ought ex cept to himself. 
That man who had so many enemies 
was not 
his enemies’ 
enemy . 
Two 
day s after tho coup d’etat he thought 
of the amnesty . 
Ho read “ Les Châ t­ 
iments” withou t faltering in his ad­ 
miration of A ictor Hugo. 
He 
desired 
to enrich Lamartine —another dream. 
He forgav e the acts of treachery of 
tlioso who su rrou nded 
him becau se he 
made allowance for a proportion of ev il 
while ho wished that good should pre­ 
v ail. 
People spoke of his leaden ey e 
and ev en of his stu pidity , which was at 
one time legendary , but beneath a mask 
of impassiv eness he concealed tli© tiro 
that consu med him. 
Ho 
was hardly 
ev er the man of action on guard at the 
gates of the Lou v re as at tho gatos of 
France. 
As has been said, he believ ed 
in his star, in the su perior gov ernment 
of things, 
as Bossuet puts it. 
That 
man who lov ed adv entu res and feared 
nothing bore not au dacity on his face. 
At first sight lie was not thought capa­ 
ble of filling an 
important part. 
He 
was small, he walked badly , be did not 
shine, nothing 
about him appeared en­ 
dowed with life, neither his hair, nor 
his ev es, nor his month. 
Yret when 
speech or a smile animated him y ou felt 
that he was a man. 
On horseback par­ 
ticu larly he brok e his bonds and ac­ 
qu ired some majesty . At table, too, he 
looked well, for ho was all bust. AVhen 
he donned his uniform he had some­ 
what the air of a conqueror. 
No one 
doubted his brav ery . 
In that strange 
life of his one scarcely detects here and 
thero his will, so much did he wav er 
between y es and no. 
Liko a painter 
impressed with the idea of grandeur 
and beauty , he aspired to ev ery thing. 
Bu t he stopped short at the sk etch, not 
being gilted as are the masters of the 
world, 
lienee his personality , which 
lie wished to bo gloriou s, will* remain 
in half-tint; history will only dev ote to 
him pages wherein 
the shadows will 
cov er the light. — llo u ssa ye.

For a long 
time signs of the breaking down were 
noticeable/ and on the night in ques­ 
tion, when playing in Chicago, it was 
Been by the members of the company 
that the “ Governor," as he was famil­ 
iarly # 
ealled by them, 
could not hold 
out much longer. 
The play that night 
was the “ Gladiator,” with M cCullough 
as Spartacus, and Haworth as Pliar- 
earius. 
“ When we met in the arena scene, 
said Mr. Haworth, in telling the story, 
“ he seemed to forget his lines, and be­ 
come confused. 
It pained everybody 
to see him. 
Placing both his hands 
upon his shoulders, his whole frame 
seemed to tremble with excitement as 
he asked, ‘ What next ?’ 
I gave him the 
cue and he finished. 
The audience ap­ 
plauded, notwithstanding the fact that 
thev must have noticed that something 
was wrong with him. 
W e went out at 
once in response to the call of the au­ 
dience, and they called us tho second 
time. 
“ 'They are receiving us splendidly 
to-nigh % aren’t they? Come on, my boy, 
they are calling us again,’ he said as lie 
reached out his hand to take mine,‘and 
go out with me/ 
Mind you, this was 
only the second cail, 
and 
we usually 
received five or six at tho close of that 
scene; but he seemed to think that the 
audience was more 
api reeiative than 
usual. 
The next 
time he seemed to 
forget himself was in the scene where 
I as Pharsarius described the crucifix­ 
ion of our men. 
W hile 1 was 
in the 
midst of my lines he gave wTay and .sud­ 
denly exclaimed, ‘ Those are not your 
lines.’ 
I held him up with one arm and 
went 011 with the speech as though 


thee more than my life, guard them 
well,* it was with genuine sorrow that 
Mrs. Foster, who took the part of wife 
to Spartacus, replied, ‘Husband, hus­ 
band, do not send me aw ay; if I leave 
you now it will be forever/ 
She could 
hardly finish the line because of her 
feelings. 
I could not avoid experienc­ 
ing the same sorrow', and as I turned 
to look another way I saw that tho 
promptor, as well as Harry Langdou 
and others in the company were brush­ 
ing tears from their eyes, and the little 
boy we had with us for child parts 
broke out in a genuine cry. 
M cC ul­ 
lough did not seera to realize it all. He 
acted as though he thought it a part of 
the emotion to be shown in the play. 
“ When 
the 
scene 
came 
where 
Spartacus dies it was tho most realistic 
performance 
I ever saw. 
His 
eyes 
lighted up as he sa id : 
“ We shall see 
Thrace again,’ and then 
as he said, 
‘There are green valleys in Thrace,’ it 
w'as in such a tone of sadness that it 
set the minds of all 
who 
heard him 
wandering from the scene before them. 
Then his head dropped upon his breast, 
and it seemed as if ho had passed away 
from us in reality. 
“ He was so pleased 
with the 
re­ 
hearsal that he wanted 
to take up 
‘Richelieu/ 
Wei J, 
we went through 
that play in the same perfect manner 
that we exhibited in the ‘Gladiator.’ 
There wasn’t a break anywhere. 
He 
delivered the curse magnificently, and 
while some of the company could not 
keep back the tears of sympathy they 
felt for the ‘Governor/ others were ap­ 
plauding him. 
The applause seemed 
to revive him, and he acted even better 
than he had been doing. 
W e could 
see a gleam of his old self, a flash of 
the genius he possessed. 
Barradas re­ 
cited ; 
•* ‘ His m ind and life are breaking fast. ’ 
“ The 'Governor’ turned to denounce 
him, and as he did so seemed to realize 
the full import of the words. 
He broke 
completely down, and was taken to the 
hotel in a carriage. 
That was the last 
we saw of him. 
It was the saddest 
day I ever passed, for there was no one 
in the company who did not feel the 
burden that oppressed us. There was 
nover an actor more thoroughly loved 
by his company than was John M cCul­ 
lough.
